LONDON, March 29.—Two Soviet 
steamers detained by British au- 
thoities at the Hong Kong contra­ 
band station for more than two 
months are being handed over to 
French authorities, the British min­

A communique stated: 
“The Soviet ships Selenga and 
Vladimir Mayakovsky, which were 
intercepted in far eastern waters 
and brought to Hong Kong on sus­ 
picion of carrying contraband des­ 
tined for Germany, are being handed 
over to French authorities. 
“The allied navies have always 
acted in close cooperation regard­ 
ing contraband control. The pres­ 
ent case is one of those in which, 
for administrative reasons, it is 
convenient to transfer the ships 
from custody of one ally to the 
other. 
“Neither of these ships has been 
released. Examinations for the pur­ 
pose of contraband control have not 
yet been completed.”

GIVING BABY SUITABLE NAME 
THE GIVEN name for persons 
dates from the very beginning of 
language, but down to the time of 
Christ there were no surnames. We 
read of the Son of Joseph. Jesus of 
Nazareth, of the House of David. 
Surnames were first taken on by 
nobles; the common people later im­ 
itated the nobles. Even as late as 
1465 surnames were not common. 
At that time King James V, of Eng­ 
land, had a law passed to compel 
certain Irish outlaws to take sur­ 
names. “They shall take unto them 
a surname, either of some Towne, 
or some Colour as Black or Brown, 
or some Art or Science, as Smyth or 
Carpenter, or some office as Cooke 
or Butler.*’ 
To this day there are 
no surnames in some remote parts 
of Ireland. 
Consider Its Sound 
In choosing a name for your child, 
it is well to consider how it will 
sound with the family name. If the 
family name is a short one, you 
would not choose a long first name. 
Nor would you want the first and 
last name to sound much alike, as 
Bertha Murtha. 
It is also well to 
choose a name that cannot easily be 
turned to an undesirable nickname. 
Middle names should be chosen in 
like fashion. Some omit the middle 
name but there is considerable argu­ 
ment for it in sfrving to identify the 
person. A few parents let the child 
choose his own middle name when 
he grow’s old enough to do so. 
And why should not children who 
strongly dislike their given names 
have them changed? It can easily 
be done by making a trip to the 
county court house.

Why such storms should occur at all 
is a mystery, but the connection between them and the magnetic dis­ 
turbance*. as well as with displays of aurora, is considered well establish- 


A generally accepted theory is that streams of electrical impulses 
from the sun cross the earths magnetic field 50 to 240 miles above the 
earth at right angles, disrupting the normally serene flow between the 
magnetic pole*. The collision sets up a luminous glow visible at night as 
the aurora-borealis in the North and australis in the South. Radio im­ 
pulses caught in the cross-flow are broken and scattered or stopped al­ 
together. while the currents that carry messages by wire are either 
lured tw ty or so intensified that they cease to function. 
Sunspots, and the attendant magnetic disturbances, wax and wane 
within cycles of approximately 11 years, one of which was presumed to 
have passed its peak 12 to 18 months ago. Whereas on the basis of that 
reckoning, the sun should now show fewer and fewer spots, for the last 
few months it has been more disturbed than ever. What the reason is 
nobody knoas, though one might guess the grouping of the planets in 
February had something to do with it. 
Since observers have linked sunspots to abnormal weather, it is 
natural to conclude tnat the extraordinary performances of the winter, 
to say nothing of the recent phenomenal cold spell, have been due to the 
unusual solar activity. 
Some folk llive gone so far as to express the conviction that hu­ 
man beings, resptmdenl to the subtle forces set free by the sun’s tan­ 
trums, become more belligerent and that more wars occur when the spots 
are rampant than otherwise.

FIGHTING INFECTION 
I think the way the white blood 
cells respond and come rushing in 
when infection attacks the system, 
ar described here yesterday, is one 
of the most interesting stories of na­ 
ture s workings that could be toid 
any child 
I am sure most of you at some 
time or another had a slight infec- 
t on in a finger or a toe 
You just 
ict the thing alone and in a few 
days the trouble was all cleared up. 
Well, that was due to the white 
b ood cells. 
They came rushing out 
c*f the marrow of your bones, rushed 
through the blood stream to the 
spot affected, the wiggled through 
the walls of the blood vessels, went 
to the bacteria which was causing 
the trouble and destroyed it. 
If the infection is slight, it will 
be defeated in short order and after 
p few hours, or days, the foot or 
hand will return to normal. As the 
Infection is gradually overcome, the 
white cells return to the marrow 
of the bones and the blood too be­ 
comes normal. 
If the infection is severe, the fight 
may go on for long periods. 
The 
foot may be sore and painful and 
swollen for many days, and the pa­ 
tient's temperature will go up until 
the infection is conquered. Eventu­ 
ally the appearance of the foot may 
Change and the swelling may be­ 
come soft and white in color. When 
this occurs, it means that the white 
cells have become so numerous that 
they have broken down into pus and 
the sooner this pus is drained off 
the better. Such cases usually clear 
up when this is done. 
Occasionally the infection is so 
severe as to break down the body 
resistance at this point and the in­ 
fection may become generalized. Be­ 
fore this occurs, the lymph glands 
which we have spoken of before, 
must also be defeated. 
This is al­ 
ways preceded by a swelling of the 
glands in the groin, so we nearly 
always have some warning that a 
catastrophe is on the way. 
Nature has certainly equipped our 
bodies first to resist infection, then 
to fight it. 
We have the equip­ 
ment for this work of defense, but 


! ir is up to us to see that our equip 
mcnt is always in good shape for a 
fight. So one of the first things to 
do is to see that we have an ade­ 
quate diet. I don't refer to amounts 
I of food, but rather to the vitamins 
I we get. We should have a balanced 
diet, for if we haven't, if we suffer 
j irom a deficiency of one vitamin 
i or another because we don’t eat the 
right kind of food, then some part 
of our defense equipment will be 
weakened. 
In my experience I have seen the 
human body put up some terrific 
fights against infection and disease. 
I have also seen other times when a 
person would succumb with scarcely 
a struggle. 
When this happens it 
is because our defenses have become 
so weakened that we are unable to 
put up a fight. 
So. when you are being careful to 
give your child the right kind of 
food, and the right amount of rest 
and sleep, you are building up hi? 
system to resist the diseases and in­ 
fections he will meet with right up 
to the dav he dies.

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SEVEN 
Seventy-Seven On 
Old-Age Rolls Here 
Since First Of Year 


During the first two months of 
1940, 77 persons, ranging in ages be­ 
tween 65 and 69. were transferred 
from general assistance rolls to old- 
age assistance rolls 
in 
Lawrence 
county, J. W. Moorehead, executive 
director of the Lawrence County 
Board of Assistance, reported today. 
This came about under the provi­ 
sion of state law, effective January 
t* which reduced the minimum age 
for old-age a sis ta nee from 70 to 65 
years. 
Transfers for January and Feb­ 
ruary alone, Mr. Moorehead said, 
have made possible a net saving in 
state relief funds currently calcu­ 
lated at about $392.00 a month, or 
at a rate of $2,704.00 a year. 
This 
saving arises from the 
fact 
that 
general assistance is financed en­ 
tirely by the state, whereas old-age 
assistance casts are split 50-50 be­ 
tween the 
state and federal gov­ 
ernments. 
In addition to 
the 
77 
persons 
transferred from general assistance, 
five needy individuals, between the 
ages of 65-69, not previously receiv­ 
ing relief, were added to old-age as­ 
sistance rolls during the two-month 
period. 


I 
“The finding that the overwhelm- 
I ing majority of persons who re- 
j reived initial old-age grants in Jan- 
j nary and February came from gen- 
| eral assistance rolls, is in line with 
expectations.” Mr. Moorehead stated. 
“Since old-age assistance can be 
granted only to those who lack in­ 
come or resources themselves and 
who have ?go responsible relatives 
able to support them, it is not sur­ 
prising that so many of the eligible 
applicants are already being helped 
by the assistance board.” 
I 
"It should be noted, however, that 
we are able to grant slightly more 
aid to these transferred individuals 
than formerly, due to the fact that 
assistance budgets for old-age as­ 
sistance recipients and for families 
including such recipients are some­ 
what higher than the budgets ap­ 
plicable to general assistance. 
“Although this means larger aver­ 
age grants and increas?d total costs, 
the 50 per cent federal contribution 
more than offsets this and results 
in an appreciably smaller state ex­ 
penditure for the persons affected,” 
Moorehead concluded.

Should Recognize Trend 
Working wives can make out a 
splendid case for themselves. 
Yet 
I believe they would be smarter if 
they recognized this rising tide of 
national resentment against both 
husbands and wives working where 
there is no need for both to work 
They would do far better to resign 
their jobs now and prevent restric­ 
tive legislation — legislation which 
may take years to repeal. 
We al­ 
ready have too many regulations 
rhackling employers and employes. 
But if wives insist on working when 
their husbands have good jobs, then 
they must face the day of reckon­ 
ing.

traffic death toll of 2,170, represent­ 
ing an increase of 10 per cent over 
the same month last year and the 
sharpest monthly increase in three 
years, was announced for February 
today by the national safety coun­ 
cil. 
The council traced most of the in­ 
crease to the nine largest states. 
Seven of which reported gains of 11 
per cent or more in fatal traffic ac­ 
cidents. It was the fifth consecu­ 
tive month of increase, and meant 
700 additional lives lost in the 5- 
month period. 
For the first two months of this 
year, the averace gain was 5 per 
cent, or 250 additional lives lost as 
compared with the same period of 
1939. A more open winter and a gain 
averaging around 6 per cent in mile­ 
age driven only partly accounts for 
the

stated. 


By sections, the North Atlantic 
States showed an increase of 11 per

He stated the state has nine 
hatcheries and operates a fleet of 
52 trucks. 
W eather conditions has 
hampered stocking of some streams. 
However, 800.000 trout will be placed 
in streams, he explained. 
Stock Streams 
8treams in northwestern counties 
already have been or will be stocked 
before April 15. he stated. However, 
in some other sections of the state, 
roads are yet blocked by snow* and 
streams frozen. 
French explained 
that it may not be possible to stock 
such bodies of water until, possibly 
May. 
He explained also that by using 
frozen salt water fish the commis­ 
sion had saved a big amount of 
money. Relative to pan fish or the 
kind sought by pole fishermen, es­ 
pecially the young 800.000 catfish 
and 2,000,000 bluegills and sunfish 
were stocked last year. 
French described the operation of 
warden service and also spoke of 
fish law' violations. 
Seven cents of 
each fisherman's dollar goes for ad­ 
ministration and six cents for new’ 
construction because expansion of 
hatcheries must be kept up. 
He praised the manner in which 
the local organization presents prob­ 
lems to the fish commission. French 
said that is the reason why they 
are promptly attended to. 
French 
predicted that the fishermen in this 
section would have a good season. 
Leffler Speaks 
The toastmaster next introduced 
the eldest person in the audience. Mr. 
and Mrs. John Gray, 85 years old. 
They received an ovation following 
which District Attorney Lamoree 
paid a glowing tribute when, in in­ 
troducing Ross L. Leffler. he re­ 
marked "he is a man we all highly 
respect.“ The president of the game 
commission was given a rousing wel­ 
come. 
Leffler said that he had been here 
several times, knew’ the success of 
the organization in arranging big 
banquets then launched into con­ 
servation by explaining such a pro­ 
gram has many ramifications. He 
declared there is a need to conserve 
for the future because sometimes 
“we don't think what is coming 
next."

Only about 25 percent 
survived, he explained.

brought into the state disappeared 
and the money was wasted. He ex­ 
plained the reason by saying ,the 
commission was trying to improve 
on nature. Leffler then recited how’ 
the sparrow’ and the starling were 
brought here and then told how 
duck and quail feeding grounds in 
the South are being ruined. 
Leffler declared the gray fox on 
which there is a bounty as depre­ 
dators. He next said that “it is the 
outdoors, not the meat that takes 
us out." Thirty-eight persons met 
death during the last hunting sea­ 
son. He ascribed the fatalities large­ 
ly to “greed and carelessness "
